THE COUNCIL MEETING. 


Action on the Electric Street Rail- 


way Ordinances Delayed. 


Aid. Morsn was the only member of 


the city council not present at the meet- 
ing held last night. The business of spe- 
cia interest was action on the Decutur 
Klectric street railway ordinance asking 
for ri^nts to make proposed extensions. 
The ordinance failed to pass by a vote of 
5 to 4, because of the complicated inter- 
ests of the two rival lines in the Fourth 
ward. 


PETITION?, COMMUNICATIONS, ETC. 


Attorney Buckingham submitted si re- 


monstrance from property owners on 
East Main street again&t granting the 
Citi/ens' electric company a right of way 
out that thoroughfare. 
One of the prin 


u pal objectors was the Hatfield Milling 
Company. 
They held that the electric 


cars would injure; their trade, because of 
the large amount of farmers who came to 
the mill in wagons. 
It would also he 


dangerous to passengers, on account of 
the manner in which the electric railway 
approaches the Illinois Central at AVood 
street, lie suggested that the company 
could get a right of way down Jackson 
street and get to South 
Webster over 


Wood -tieet. 
He thought both 
lines 


could conveniently occupy one block of 
Wood street. 
The gentlemen interested 


in the mill were opposed to the road go- 
ing down East Main street, as a matter of 
protection to their own interest^. 


Attorney Cyrus Kandolph, on behalf of 


the C'iti/ens' company, presented a com- 
munication signed by a number of prop- 
er);, owners whsi desired their names 
withdrawn fiom the remonstrance thej 
had signed. lie said the company had n 
majority of fiontiige in their favor and 
could prove their statement by a plat of 
tin- street. The entire matter was re 
furred to the ordinance committee. 


Fire Marshal Foster called attention to 


tin1 necessity of a thangc in the interior 
of the Morgan street hose house, for the 
benefit of the health of the department. 
He said the work could be done by the 
firemen, and the only expense would be 
for material. Kefened to tire committee 
with power to act. 


John Lindsay submitted a communica 


tiou Betting forth that some time ago he 
had presented a bill for damage- to his 
property by the reason of the water 
course being changed on Webster street 
by the paving. 
He asked the council to 


give the matter the attention which the 
gravity of the situation seemed to demand. 
Uefeired to the city engineer and city 
attoi!ie\. 


Proper! \ owners whose property abut- 


ted the Men h'liit street alley, asked the 
council to repeal the ordinance for pav 
ing the alley with brick. 
They repre- 


sented that the alley was paved with cob- 
ble .stone and that it could be put m good 
condition with a few repairs. City Attor- 
ney McDonald said that whatever action 
was taken would have to betaken at once 
as he already had the matter in the county 
court. 
Alderman Met/, thought the peti- 


tion should be granted. 
The alley was 


already paved and could be repaired for 
a few dollars. Alderman Finn announced 
that the council had no right to grant 
the protest m the face of having refused 
to grant a similar protest from property 
owners on Short street, which he charac- 
teri/ed as an alley.
